York))—The sadest of all sad places 
in London is a little room in Cocki- 
pur street. 


Within a stone's throw of the Cun-

stricken persons stood about hoping 
for news of their loved ones on the 
Lusitania, this., little room depicts a 
similar scene each day of the war. 
It 


is the "casualties Inquiry 
Depart- 


ment" of the war office. 


Here amid the quiet of a 
small 


court in Whitehall, mothers, fathers, 
brothers, sisters and relatives of the 
men at the front crowd about each 
day for news of the boys in khaki, 
many of whom already lie in unknown 
graves in France or Flanders. 


The very atmosphere of this tragic 


little room seems to hold a whisper 
of death. Sorrow and 
hopelessness 


are written on the faces of those who 
enter. Two rows of chairs are placed 
directly behid the door. In the cor- 
ner sits an official at a desk. In the 
chairs, always filled, there sit 
the 


women who have given their 
sona 


and sweethearts 
to 
the 
empire. 


Sometimes a gray haired man comes 
and sits among the women. Occas- 
sionally younger men are seen amid 
the sorrow stricken crowd but not so 
often. l'i the countenances of some 
there is a flicker of hope. But that 
hope is often dashed to despair 
by 


the gruff, kindly man who sits at tha 
desk in the corner. Before him are 
the latest casualty lists; lists 
that 


have not yet been given to the press 
As each inquirer leaves a chair behind 
the door he runs his finger down the 
column of typewritten names.

he has no information. Sometimes 
he speaks a word that brings joy to 
the face in front of him but

New York, June 19.—The newest 


of the Beafighters of 
the 
United 


States, the super-dreadnought Ariz- 
ona, slipped into the water from the 
Ways «f the New York navy yard to- 
day. 
Built at an expense of 
over 


$7,000,000 the battleship will 
have 


cost the government $16,000,000 by 
the time she is fitted with her guns 
and armor plate. 


Miss Esther Ross, "the prettiest 


girl in Arizona,"fielected as sponsor 
for the vessel 
by 
Gov. Hunt 
of 


Arizona, smashed a bottle of water 
over the bow. The water was 
not 


ordinary hydrant water but was some 
of the first water that poured over 
the Roosevelt dam. 


The Arizona is the 
thirty-ninth 


battleship built for the 
American 


navy since 1898. The first fighting 
boat was the 
Indiana. Compared 


with the Arizona the Indiana would 
appear as a row boat besides a steam 
yacht. 


The Arizona will be nearly twice 


as long as the Indiana, half again as 
wide and of three times as great dis- 
placement. There is also noted 
a 


great difference in the armament of 
the two warships. While the Indiana 
had four 13-inch and eight 
8-inch 


guns, the Arizona is to have twelve 
14-inch guns and twenty-two 5-inch. 
The guns are also greater in calibre, 
those of the Indiana being thirty-five 
as compared with forty-five 
which 


will be mounted on the Arizona. 


The Arizona is the fourth battle- 


ship to be built by the government in 
its own navy-yard at New York. It 
will be the largest of the four.

New York, June 18.—Gustav Stahl, 


the alleged German reservist, who 
made an affidavit that he has seen 
guns on board the Lusitania on the 
day before she sailed on her last voy- 
age, was indicted on a charge of per- 
jury by the federal grand jury today. 
The perjury charge is baned on his 
testimony before the grand jury, dur- 
ing which examination he 
repeated 


that he had seen the guns on the Lu- 
sitania as set forth in his affidavit 
filed by the German embassy in Wash- 
ington and now in the hands of tha 
state department. 


The name of Paul Koenig, who, it 


is said, was known to Stahl as Stem- 
ler, and who in chief of the secret 
service of the Hamburg-American line 
is mentioned by name in the indict- 
ment. 


The indictment sets forth that on 


June 10 there was pending before the 
grand jury an inevstigtition concern- 
ing Koenig and others and that Stahl 
was among witnesses called in that 
investigation. It then goes on to aay 
that Stahl testified in subatance, that 
on April 30 he went aboard the Lnsi- 
tqpia, with one Leach, and that while 
on the vesspl h<> saw four guns on 
one of the 
.pcks of the steamship,

How to Kill Root Maggots in Cabbage, Etc. 


"In setting out your cabbage plants

Put a small hole through the 
middle of it, and split ft from one 
side to the hole. After the plants 
are set n the ground slip a pad around 
each like a collar, so as to enclose ot 
on all sides, and the p!ant stands 
through the hole.

eth about and that we need the whole 
armor of God for the daily conflict, and 
If we would, not be overcome nor grow 
weary, we- must consider film who 
endured such contradiction of sinners 
against Him»e'f on our b&tialf (I Pet. 
v, 8, 9; Eph. vi>, 1(1 13. Heb xii. 3) It' 
does not matter what particular part 
of David's life this psalm refers to He | 
was In the conflict from the time that, 
Samuel first anointed him; before that' 
privately as a shepherd; after that 
more or less publicly till his deatb. 
From the time that a sinner receives 
the Lord Jesus and thus becomes His 
redeemed property be is In tbe conflict 
with the world, the flesh and the devil 
and can overcome only by the blood, 
of the Lamb and absolute confidence in 
Him (Rev. xii, 11; I John v,4). 


"Lord. I cry unto thee;" so also in 


Ps. clxii, 1, 5, "I cried unto the Lord 
with my voice " Xo place nor circum- 
stance need hinder our cry to God, for 
Jonah cried to the Lord from the belly 
of the fish and was heard (Jonah ii, 1, 
2). On this occasion David seems to 
have needed help at once, for he said, 
"Make haste unto me." When Peter 
•was sinking in the sea he needed help 
quickly and cried, "Lord, save me!" 
And immediately Jesus caught him by 
the hand (Matt siv, 30, 3D. The thief, j 
on the cross needed salvation quickly, j 
and he obtained it and went to para-, 
dise. Prayer as incense reminds us of 
Rev. 
v, 8; viii. 3. the latter passage 


teaching us that the merits of Christ 
are necessarv to make any praver ac- 
ceptable and that by those mei ts ev- 
ery true prayer in His name rt u lies | 
the throne. 
W e think of the father of 


John the Baptist offering incense in 
the holy place while the multitude 
was praying without, and we see by

The evening sacrifice | 


reminds u« that salvation and service 
all depend upon His precious blood, for 
He died at the hour of the evening 
sacrifice. 


We need continually to pray the 


prayer of verse 3, "Set a watch, O
